Featured on this issue’s cover is a detail of a gilt-bronze rhinoceros, the 
whimsical central figure of a musical automaton clock by James Cox, 
one of the most prominent jewelers and goldsmiths working in London 
at the end of the eighteenth century. Currently on view, the clock is 
part of an installation of fine and decorative works of art bequeathed 
to the Frick by Alexis Gregory, the founder of Vendome Press. Gregory 
had one of the finest collections of Renaissance and Rococo objects in 
the United States, and we are thrilled to be able to present this exhibi- 
tion in his memory. 

Our temporary residence at Frick Madison has allowed us to con- 
sider familiar works of art from the permanent collection in entirely 
new ways, and looking forward to the months ahead, we are excited 
to share more inspiring encounters and collaborations, including two 
exhibitions by contemporary artists. In June, the Frick will debut a 
pastel mural by Nicolas Party, the preeminent artist working with pas- 
tels today. Executed onsite in the Italian Galleries, Party’s mural will 
be inspired by and displayed with Rosalba Carriera’s Portrait of a Man 
in Pilgrim’s Costume, a superb eighteenth-century pastel that is also part 
of the Gregory bequest. Given Party’s impressive history of similar 
installations and his love for the Old Masters, we are eager to see what 
he creates. 

This fall, we will explore the pioneering work of American painter 
Barkley L. Hendricks with an unprecedented presentation of his work, 
drawn from private and public collections. Beginning in the late 1960s, 
Hendricks revolutionized contemporary portraiture with his vivid depic- 
tions of Black subjects, which drew from and challenged traditions 
of European art. The Frick Collection—with its iconic portraits by 
Rembrandt, Bronzino, Van Dyck, and others—was one of his favorite 
museums. Through some dozen of Hendricks’s finest portraits shown in 
the context of the Frick’s holdings, the exhibition will consider the com- 
plex place of European painting in Hendricks’s art and how his work, in 
turn, continues to inspire major artists and designers today. 

As we continue our residency in our temporary home at 945 Madison 
Avenue, I am reminded how very fortunate we are to have such a loyal 
community of friends and donors. Your enthusiasm for our programs 
and mission has helped to make Frick Madison the success it has been 
thanks to your visits, membership renewals, and generous contribu- 


tions. Thank you for your support.

The Gregory Gift 


FEBRUARY 16 THROUGH JULY 9, 2023 


urrently on display at Frick 

Madison is a varied assem- 

blage of fine art and decora- 
tive objects from the bequest of Alexis 
Gregory, the founder of Vendome Press 
and a longtime friend of The Frick 
Collection. Ranging in date from the six- 
teenth through the eighteenth century, 
the twenty-eight works on view recall 
a Renaissance Kunstkammer, or cabinet 
of curiosities, in which pieces are care- 
fully selected for their high quality, 
diverse origins and materials, and sig- 
nificant provenance. Highlights include 
a pair of pastels by Venetian portraitist 


Rosalba Carriera, an eighteenth-century 


musical automaton clock in the shape 

of a rhinoceros, a gilt-bronze figure of 
Louis XIV, and a rare Saint-Porchaire 
ewer. Rounding out the gift is a group of 
exquisite Limoges enamels. 

Mr. Gregory’s generous bequest deep- 
ens the Frick’s holdings in numerous 
media while simultaneously introducing 
to the permanent collection artists and 
objects not previously represented. These 
significant additions have opened new 
areas of research into the context of their 
creation and prompted technical analyses 
expanding our knowledge of how these 


and related objects were produced, laying 


the groundwork for exciting future proj- 


ects. On view through mid-summer, the 
exhibition celebrates Gregory's connois- 
seurship and reaffirms the Frick’s com- 
mitment to the display of European 
decorative arts. 
Born in 1936 in Zurich, Alexis 
Gregory was often described 
by those close to him as a 
Renaissance man: He spoke 
several languages, wrote books, 
and traveled the globe in 
search of the finest acquisi- 
tions. In 1980, he founded 
Vendome Press, which became 
a preeminent publisher of ele- 
gant volumes on fine art, archi- 
tecture, and culture. A music lover, 
in 2000 he established the Vendome 
Prize, an internationally recognized piano 


competition. 
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Gregory’s long history with the Frick 
began with his frequent visits to the 
museum as a young student. On one 
occasion, he left the boarding school he 
was attending with a classmate to visit 
the Frick and managed to convince his 
friend that he lived there, as everyone 
they encountered seemed to know him 
extremely well. At Harvard, Gregory stud- 
ied with leading art historians, and the 
purchase of a Renaissance bronze at the 
age of eighteen marked the beginning 
of his collecting career. In the 1980s, his 
deep interest in European decorative arts 
prompted him to exchange one of the 
Impressionist paintings he had inherited 
from his parents for an assortment of 
bronzes, sculptures, and Limoges enamels. 

Gregory’s bequest brings to the Frick 
objects by two female artists whose work 
is rare and much sought after in today’s 
market. An enameled oval medallion by 
Suzanne de Court (left and inside back 
cover) joins a notable pair of salt cel- 
lars already in the permanent collection 
and signed by the same maker. De Court 


is the only woman known to have run

Two 
bearded men wearing laurel wreaths, per- 
haps poets, are also depicted, as is the 
nymph Castalia, who pours water from 
a vase into a river that flows through the 
composition. At the top of the medal- 
lion are the artist’s initials, “s.c.,” in 
gold letters. 

Two superb eighteenth-century por- 
traits by Rosalba Carriera significantly 
enhance the museum’s holdings of works 
in pastel, which include examples by 
Francis Cotes, Jean-Baptiste Greuze, and 
a promised gift by Elisabeth-Louise Vigée 
Le Brun. The pastels—which depict an 
unknown man and woman—are stun- 
ning examples by Rosalba (as she is 
known), one of Europe's most important 
female artists. (To learn more about the

issue of the Members’ Magazine.) 


The gilt bronze sculpture represent- 
ing Louis XIV (page 3) is attributed to 
Domenico Cucci—one of the most tal- 
ented cabinetmakers of the seventeenth 
century—and his workshop. The bronze 
depicts the French monarch wearing armor 
and a draped cloak. In his left hand, 
he holds an Apollo shield, one of his 
emblems as the so-called Sun King. The 
upper part of the shield—likely represent- 
ing a crown—has been partially erased, 
as was often the fate of symbols of the 
monarchy during the French Revolution. 
The lion’s pelt on which he sits, the purple 
porphyry base, and the scepter are later 
additions. This bronze is one of the few 
surviving remnants of cabinets made by 
Cucci and his workshop at the Gobelins 
Manufactory around 1662, nearly all of 
which have been dismantled or destroyed. 
In 1883, the Musée du Louvre tried 
unsuccessfully to acquire the bronze; the 
object remained mostly in private hands 
before it was acquired by Gregory in 2007. 

A rare Saint-Porchaire ewer (above, 


left) joins two Saint-Porchaire objects 
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already in the permanent 
collection, one acquired by 
Henry Clay Frick and the 
other by the museum in 
2015. This addition is par- 
ticularly significant as only 
about seventy Saint-Porchaire 
works survive today. Known 
as a biberon (nursing bottle), 
this three-handled earthen- 
ware ewer has a complex dec- 
orative scheme consisting of 
molded, stamped, and inlaid 
foliage, leonine masks, and 
human and animal figures. 
Delicate bands interlace to 
create intricate patterns, and 
a cartouche features a coat 
of arms with three fleurs-de- 
lys, a reference to the French royal fam- 
ily. The biberon is part of a very small 
yet refined production made in the mid- 
sixteenth century during the reign of 
France's Henry II. Such objects are rep- 
resented in only a few museums, among 
them The Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
the Victoria and Albert Museum, and the 
Musée du Louvre. 

A highlight of the gift is a group of 
fifteen Limoges enamels, which includes a 
number of dishes painted primarily in the 
sober black, gray, and white tones known 
as grisaille (above, right). In 1916, Henry 
Clay Frick acquired a large number of 
Limoges enamels from the estate of J. P. 
Morgan; he admired them so much that 
he converted his private office into a gal- 
lery for their display. Frick’s selection was 
almost exclusively comprised of vividly 
colored examples, so the objects from the 
Gregory gift add an important aspect of 
Limoges’s production that was previously 
unrepresented in the collection. 

Carved ivory and rhinoceros horn 
objects also enter the collection for the 


first time. An ornately carved knife hilt 


in ivory (below) depicts a hunt, with 
cleverly intertwining horses, dogs, bears, 
elk, wild boars, rams, antelope, and 
foxes. Possibly made by Johann Michael 
Maucher, one of the most important 
ivory carvers and sculptors around the 
turn of the eighteenth century, this object 
will help shed more light on ivory carv- 
ing and production in southern Germany 
during that era. Hunting chases are a 
recurrent theme in the production of 
Maucher, who often used engravings as 
models. The intricate and delicate carv- 
ing demonstrates his mastery of the art, 
while the design and style of the inter- 
locking animals harkens back to medieval 
traditions of Northern European art. The 
hilt was likely never intended for use, but 
rather was created to be displayed in a 
Kunstkammer. 

A fine clock (page 1) by James 
Cox is one of two in the Gregory gift. 
Cox, one of the most prominent jewel- 
ers and goldsmiths working in London 
during the mid-eighteenth century, 
crafted automatons with musical move- 
ments, also called “sing-songs,” which 
were exported to China, India, Persia, 
and Russia. The clock’s rhinoceros figure 
(cover) is modeled after a celebrated print 
of 1515 by Albrecht Diirer. The animal 
supports a small edifice that includes a 
two-faced striking clock and decorative 
jeweled flowers. As in the Diirer print, 
the rhinoceros seems to be clad in armor, 


an effect emphasized by the delicate

chasing of the folded skin. The move- 
ment strikes every half hour and can play 
two different tunes with eleven hammers 
on six bells, while the multicolored crys- 
tal rosettes rotate. The second clock in the 
Gregory bequest is attributed to Johann 
Heinrich K6hler, a jeweler at the court of 
Dresden, who worked for Augustus II, 
Elector of Saxony and King of Poland. 
The addition of these objects to the 
permanent collection builds on the origi- 
nal bequest of Henry Clay Frick, who 
began collecting European decorative 
arts late in life, with the intention of 
furnishing the new home he was build- 
ing at 1 East 7oth Street. This core col- 
lection has been significantly enriched 
by gifts from other collectors over the 
years: In 1999, Winthrop Kellogg Edey’s 
bequest added to the museum's hold- 
ings an important group of European 


clocks and watches, and in the last 


decade or so, gifts of Italian maiolica 
from Dianne Dwyer Modestini (2008), 
Du Paquier porcelain from Melinda and 
Paul Sullivan (2016), Meissen porcelain 
from Henry H. Arnhold (2019), and 
French faience from Sidney R. Knafel 
(2021) have strengthened the Frick’s 
holdings of European ceramics. The 
Gregory gift adds a superb and multi- 
faceted selection of decorative arts objects 
from an important private collection of 
Renaissance works, continuing a tradi- 
tion begun by Henry Clay Frick a century 
ago.—Marie-Laure Buku Pongo, Assistant

RECENT ACQUISITION 


Moroni's Portrait of a Woman 


A GIFT FROM THE ASSADOUR O. TAVITIAN TRUST 


iovanni Battista Moroni is 

celebrated for his lifelike por- 

traits, which masterfully con- 
vey the psychological presence of his sitters. 
The Frick is pleased to add to its collec- 
tion the artist’s superb Portrait of a Woman 
(opposite page), which was a highlight 
of the museum’s acclaimed 2019 mono- 
graphic exhibition, Moroni: The Riches of 
Renaissance Portraiture. The generous gift 
of the Assadour O. Tavitian Trust, estab- 
lished by the Frick’s late esteemed Trustee, 
the striking canvas is the most significant 
Italian Renaissance painting acquired by 
the museum in more than half a century 
and the first Italian painted portrait in 
the Frick’s holdings to depict a woman. 


Currently on view in the Italian Gallery at 


Frick Madison, it complements exceptional 


works by Bronzino, Titian, Veronese, and 
other Renaissance masters. 

Moroni was born in the early 1520s 
in Albino, a small city northeast of 
Milan in Lombardy, then part of the 
Venetian Republic. After brief periods 
in Trent during the late 1540s and 
early 1550s, he worked predominantly 
in Albino and Bergamo, providing the 
local clientele with portraits and reli- 
gious paintings. No preparatory draw- 
ings for any of his portraits have been 
unanimously attributed to him, sug- 
gesting that he may have captured his 
subjects in oil, directly from life. He 
achieved his characteristic naturalism 
through exacting attention to detail, psy- 


chologically potent expressions, and a 


“warts and all” approach that, at times, 
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resulted in seemingly unidealized por- 
trayals. Although he never achieved the 
fame of some of his contemporaries who 
worked in the artistic centers of Rome, 
Florence, and Venice, he innovated the 
genre of portraiture in spectacular ways. 
According to an anecdote first published 
in 1648, Titian, when approached by a 
group of would-be patrons, recommended 
that they instead sit for Moroni, prais- 
ing his ritratti di naturale (portraits from 
life). In 1953, the art historian Roberto 
Longhi credited him with a naturalism 
that anticipated Caravaggio. 

Of some one hundred twenty-five 
portraits by Moroni that are known 
today, only about fifteen are independent 
likenesses of women. The Frick portrait 
is the finest of this small group. The 
identity of the woman and the reason 
Moroni painted her are unknown. Her 
strong, somewhat confrontational gaze is 
unconventional in Renaissance portraits 
of women, which tend to promote a more 
modest character. Whatever the purpose 
of the portrait, Moroni demonstrates his 
exceptional skill in depicting the woman’s 


pink brocade dress, which is woven with

silver-gilt and silver-wound thread. Her 
facial features, the ruff around her neck, 
and the jewels that ornament her hair 
also are executed with a specificity of 
detail that is Moroni’s signature. In con- 
trast, her heavy gold necklace is more 
painterly and abstract in its execution. 
Recent technical examination revealed 
the extreme refinement of Moroni’s tech- 
nique, which appears to have included 
minuscule incisions in wet paint to artic- 
ulate strands of hair and other details. 
Analysis of the painting’s style and the 
woman’s costume help date the canvas to 
around 1575, during the period of the 
artist’s fullest maturity as a portraitist. 
Moroni’s surviving works suggest that 
he offered his clients relatively standard 
bust, half and three-quarter-length, and 
full-length portraits. Interestingly, he pro- 
duced at least three full-length portraits 
of women, a format typically reserved in 
Europe for depicting men of the high- 
est social rank. Using this format for his 
depiction of relatively unknown noble- 
women of Albino, Moroni defied portrai- 
ture’s conventional social hierarchies. It 
is possible that the size of the Frick por- 
trait was originally larger, perhaps as large 
as three-quarter length. The cropping at 
the lower edge of her necklace, where the 
pendant begins, suggests that the paint- 
ing may have been trimmed; the absence 
of cusping along each of the canvas’s four 
sides supports the notion that the compo- 
sition was, at some point, reduced in size. 
The Frick is grateful to the late 
Assadour O, Tavitian for this important 
gift, which greatly enhances the museum's 
holdings in significant ways. Aso served 
as a Trustee of The Frick Collection from 
2008 until his death in 2020, at the age 
of eighty. A singularly generous and kind 
man, Aso was passionate about educa- 
tion, art, the humanities, and supporting 


those of Armenian heritage, with whom 


he felt inherent kinship. Born in Bulgaria, 
he immigrated to New York in 1961. After 
receiving a master’s degree in nuclear engi- 
neering from Columbia University, he 
co-founded Syncsort, a pioneering soft- 
ware company. At the Frick, he was an 
exceptionally involved Trustee, serving 

as the Board’s Vice Chair and the Chair 
of its committee on art acquisitions. He 
supported the Frick in myriad and mean- 
ingful ways, helping to fund numerous 
special exhibitions and the construction 
of the museum's Portico Gallery, in 2012. 


He was among the first to champion 
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the institution’s current renovation and 
enhancement project, which accelerated 
its success in its early stages. 

Aso was a celebrated collector whose 
discerning eye placed him among the 
world’s most accomplished connoisseurs. 
He generously loaned his best pieces to 
exhibitions not only at the Frick, but to 
museums around the world. We are proud 
to present this outstanding acquisition, 
which will honor his legacy for genera- 


tions to come.—Aimee Ng, Curator

A Lifelong Love of the Arts 


A CONVERSATION WITH APRIL KIM TONIN 


pril Kim Tonin joined the 

Frick in 2021 as the museum’s 

Ayesha Bulchandani Head 
of Education and Public Engagement. A 
native New Yorker, she comes to the Frick 
from the Museum of Arts and Design, 
where she led efforts to create and imple- 
ment virtual programming during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. Prior to that, she 
taught at the Nightingale-Bamford 
School and spent more than a decade at 
the Museum of Modern Art. Trained as 
a painter, Tonin also works as a profes- 
sional illustrator. Her work has been fea- 
tured in numerous publications, is in the 
permanent collection of the Museum of 
the City of New York, and was shown in 
a 2012 solo exhibition at the National 
Academy Museum and School. 


How would you describe your educational 


philosophy? 


I’ve learned through teaching in class- 
rooms and museums that—rather than 
following one specific methodology—an 
effective educator must respect and take 
cues from their audience. This means 
that the themes and information you 
share, your language, and the manner 
in which you ask questions should be 
shaped by their interests and life experi- 
ences. Listening is key. 

Good research is also vital. | am 
proud that the Frick’s gallery teachers 


are part-time employees (as opposed to 


contracted freelancers). This status pro- 
vides them with the necessary time and 
resources both to expand their knowledge 
of the permanent collection and to pre- 
pare presentations of special exhibitions. 
It also allows us to pursue long-term 
projects, such as training toward more 
inclusive and issue-conscious teaching. 
DEAI-centered practices are constantly 
evolving, and, as educators, we have a 
responsibility to incorporate these philos- 


ophies into our work. 


The Frick’s educational programs emphasize 
close looking and conversation. What are 


the merits of this approach? 


Close looking invites participants to slow 
down and take time to notice the details 
in a work of art. We are conditioned to 
absorb visual imagery at a rapid rate, and 
often superficially. These days it’s rare to 
be encouraged to carefully consider an 
object in great depth. Conversation not 
only provides an opportunity to share 
your own observations and thoughts, but 
also to learn from the multiple perspec- 


tives offered by those around you. 


How does your background as an artist 


inform your educational work? 


Frick audiences demonstrate an end- 
less curiosity about the artistic process, 
including the use and availability of cer- 


tain materials and the original context 
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of a work. Being an artist enables me to 
understand firsthand the artistic process 
and to share this perspective with our 


community. 


The Frick recently has collaborated with a 
number of living artists. Why do you think 


this is important? 


Artists have been in dialogue with one 
another, so to speak, for centuries and 
across cultures. The Frick’s collabora- 
tions invite audiences into this dialogue, 
especially those who may be more inter- 
ested in contemporary art. Living Histories: 
Queer Views and Old Masters (2021-22) isa 
superb example: We presented new works 
by four artists with distinct figurative 
styles, whose work represented an hom- 
age to Holbein, Rembrandt, and Vermeer 
while simultaneously challenging the 
social norms implicit in their paintings. 
What is “old” is new again and keeps the 
Frick’s permanent collection engaging. 
Representation matters to our audiences 
and, as an artist and a person of color, it 


matters to me, too. 


Can you describe the museum’s most recent 


efforts to expand accessibility? 


Our overarching goal has always been to 
ensure that everyone feels genuinely wel- 
come at the Frick. We aim to make our 
programs transformative, inviting, compel- 


ling, creative, and—dare | say it?—fun! 


I’m thrilled that Frick Madison now 
offers free admission to visitors ages ten 
through seventeen. Previously, youth 
admission was $12, which was a bar- 
rier for many students and families. The 
Frick also has made considerable strides 
to ensure that its programs are accessible 
to people who are deaf or hard of hear- 
ing, with live captioning, American Sign 
Language interpretation, and assistive lis- 
tening devices. As we look forward to our 
return to 1 East 7oth Street, we plan to 
develop even more programming for audi- 


ences with disabilities. 


Why is it important to encourage middle 


and high school students to visit museums? 


For students, museums can be a refuge, a 
safe and inviting creative community. We 
see students whose teachers describe them 
as reserved become much more expressive 
in the galleries, through visual learning 
and more open-ended discussions. 
Cultivating meaningful connections 
between students and museums encour- 
ages them to become lifelong participants, 
either as repeat visitors, members, patrons, 
arts professionals, or even as city officials 
who support the arts! Students are impor- 
tant to museum professionals too, as they 
teach us about current issues impacting 
them. Students have always influenced 
and deepened my understanding of spe- 
cific artists and artworks, as they are more 
candid about their opinions and ask ques- 


tions adults are often hesitant to share. 


How has CoviD-19 affected education at 
the Frick? 


The pandemic made us think about who 
our audiences are in completely new 
ways. I never imagined that my experi- 
ence twenty years ago helping to create 


the first distance-learning program at 


MoMA would be meaningful now. At 


the time, I met incarcerated students and 
students in remote parts of the country 
who experienced a deep connection with 
art, but who might never physically visit 
the museum. Over the past several years, 
I have experienced many similarities with 
my work here: taking risks, creating pro- 
grams without knowing if they would 
succeed or fail, always having a backup 
plan in case of technical issues. 

The silver lining of the pandemic is 
that through online platforms, the Frick 
has been able to engage with many indi- 
viduals who, for whatever reason, may 
never set foot in our galleries. We're so 
lucky to be able to foster connections 


with these audiences. 


Your title honors Trustee Ayesha 
Bulchandani, the namesake of the Frick’s 
education and curatorial internship 


program. Can you speak a bit about that? 


At many museums, the education 


and curatorial departments function 
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separately; they don’t share research or 
develop programs in tandem as exhibi- 
tions are being planned, like we do here 
at the Frick. The Bulchandani internship 
program—now in its eleventh year—is a 
testament to Ayesha’s support of the sym- 
biotic relationship between the two disci- 
plines. Interns have gone on to careers in 
the arts, media, and law, a reflection of 
the program's ongoing success. 
Bulchandani internships have always 
been paid positions. I am delighted that, 
as of last year, all internships hosted by 
the Frick became part-time, salaried posi- 
tions with benefits and a stipend that can 
be used toward housing. These changes 
have enabled us to attract a greater num- 
ber of candidates from underrepresented 
communities and broader socioeconomic 
backgrounds. It’s an important step 
toward making access to careers in the 


arts more inclusive.

Regarding Ingres

s for me, I lived in a dream. 
Beginning in early child- 
hood, I would lull myself into 
an imaginary world that, as my mother 
would tell me later, was neither heaven 
nor earth.” 

So wrote Louise de Broglie, Comtesse 
d’Haussonville, in her unpublished mem- 
oirs. Louise, the sitter in the Frick’s iconic 
portrait by Jean-Auguste-Dominique 
Ingres (opposite page), and her “imaginary 
world” now come to life in Regarding Ingres: 
Fourteen Short Stories, a collection of new fic- 
tion by graduate students from New York 
University’s Creative Writing Program. 

Appropriately, the stories take for their 
inspiration a most literary subject: The 
Comtesse was from a highly educated 
family and had the distinction of being 
the daughter, sister, spouse, and mother 
of four members of the French Academy. 
She was herself an author, penning mul- 
tiple biographies—including one of Lord 
Byron—and her grandmother was the 
celebrated novelist and political theorist 
Madame de Staél. 

In the portrait, Ingres presents Louise 
in medias res, as if she has just returned 
home from a night at the opera. He stra- 
tegically arranges her luxurious effects— 
opera glasses, shawl, visiting cards, 
gold-and-turquoise jewelry a la Cléopdtre— 
to stage a tableau of calculated noncha- 
lance, capturing one moment from a 
cultured, privileged life. These objects and 


other details serve as the starting point 
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for the fourteen stories, which range from 
a gothic tale to a mythologized afterlife to 
a present-day ghost story. They transport 
the Comtesse—and the reader—to dis- 
parate places: Poland, Brazil, the Amalfi 
Coast, New York City, and a heaven popu- 
lated solely by Black people. 

Over the years, the Frick has inspired 
a number of literary responses, from the 
allusion to Rembrandt’s Polish Rider in 
Frank O’Hara’s poem “Having a Coke 
with You” to references to Vermeer’s 
Girl Interrupted at Her Music in Susanna 
Kaysen’s memoir Girl, Interrupted to Fiona 
Davis’s historical novel The Magnolia 
Palace. Looking to explore a single work 
of art through a new collection of fiction, 
Michaelyn Mitchell, the Frick’s Editor 
in Chief, conceived Regarding Ingres as a 
follow-up to 2021's The Sleeve Should Be 
Illegal & Other Reflections on Art at the Frick, 
an anthology of musings by sixty-two 
cultural luminaries. Mitchell proposed 
the idea to Deborah Landau, Director of 
NYU’s Creative Writing Program, who 
enthusiastically embraced the project, as 
did author Darin Strauss, who teaches 
the program's Craft of Fiction course. In 
2021, students from Strauss’s class visited 
Frick Madison for an after-hours encoun- 
ter with Ingres’s portrait and an illumi- 
nating presentation by Curator Aimee 
Ng; they submitted their stories at semes- 
ter’s end, three months later. 

“Each student [was] given the same 


brief—write about this painting, with 
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utter freedom,” Strauss explains in his 
introduction to the book. “[They] went 
everywhere. And so, in offering up a bou- 
quet of very different stories, what they 
really have given us is a look at the scope 
of human creativity.” 

Sitter, artist, author: Each shapes an 
image and fashions a narrative, offer- 
ing details, forms, and voids for an 
audience to decipher. Louise de Broglie 
crafted her persona amid the aristocratic 
world of appearances. Ingres narrated 
a story in paint, instilling as much of 
his own sensibility into the scene as the 
Comtesse—“the girl with eyes like smol- 
dering embers,” as one of Louise's family 
friends once described her. The authors 
of Regarding Ingres then probed those 
embers for sparks of inspiration. At once 
literary and painterly, their stories offer 
fourteen unique odes to one of the Frick’s 
most celebrated portraits.—Noah Purdy,

Renovation Project 
Update 


Work continues apace on the enhance- 
ment of our permanent home at 1 East 
7oth Street, the first comprehensive 
renovation of our historic buildings in 
more than eighty-five years. In a video 
featuring remarkable drone footage, Ian 
Wardropper, Anna-Maria and Stephen 
Kellen Director, describes the progress of 
an important milestone: the installation 
of new skylights and laylights over the 
West Gallery. The new system combines 
natural and artificial light in an energy- 
efficient way, helping to improve the 


museum's overall sustainability—a key 
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goal of the project. This and additional 
state-of-the-art infrastructure upgrades 

will enable us to better care for and dis- 
play the collection, and to improve the 

visitor experience.
